When 
a state-title proponent asserted 
that the oil compahies had once 
supported the Anderson Dill, 
which would have confirmed fed- 
eral title to the disputed lands, 
Douglas asserted that the oil men 
change their attitude from time 
to time. 

“They have always preferred a 
quitclaim bill like the pending 
Holland bill,” said Douglas. “But 
they knew they couldn’t get the 
President to sign it—when that 
little man was in the White House 
—s0 they may temporarily have 
been for any bill which would let 
them continue with their leasing. 
Now I'm sure they’re for the Hol- 
land bill again.” 

His reference to Truman as the 
“little man” was an affectionate 
one. 


Douglas said that when a quit- 
claim was last passed in the Sen- 
ate, only to be vetoed by Truman, 
there were few opponents, and 
there are fewer now—an apparent 
reference to Republican control.

This was as close as he came to 
an outright prediction that the 
big oil companies would try to 
“purge” Senators who vote the 
wrong way on the pending bill— 
wrong from their point of view.

Daniel, as Attorney General of 
Texas before his election to the 
Senate, played a leading role in 
the drive of the National Associa- 
tion of Attorneys General for 
adcption of quitclaim legislation. 
He was a part of the Texas rebel- 
lion against the Democratic nom- 
inee, Adlai Stevenson, over the 
‘ri delands” issue and the state 
went for President Eisenhower. 

Touching on this, Douglas said 
he is sure there was a elose con- 
nection” between campaign con- 
tributions of the big oil companies 
and the candidacy of the Repub- 
lican. candidate for President, be- 
cause of the latter’s advocacy of 
state nnen of submerged 
lands.

One Vote From Reform 


The people may well have won a greater vic- 
tory in Tuesday's School Board election than the 
bare returns would indicate. 

True, only two of the four candidates support- 
ed by the nonpartisan Citizens’ School Improve- 
ment Committee succeeded in gaining places on 
the board, and the committee’s bid for a major- 
ity on the 12-member body was turned back. 
This can be charged in large measure to the un- 
derhanded campaign of deceit and political trick- 
ery waged against the Improvement group's 
slate. 

And yet the committee is in a better tactical 
position now than before the election, when its 
members constituted only a minority. For it has 
now gained the power of veto. The votes of the 
newly-elected members, Daniel L. Schlafly and 
Louis H. Antoine, plus those of the four hold- 
over members, represent half the total on the 
board. 

Since a tie vote is a lost vote, the Improve- 
ment Committee members will be able to block 
action initiated by the politically sensitive mem- 
bers, and this could be a gain for the people. 
The patronage seekers are likely to be held at 
arm’s length. 

But the Citizens’ members will be unable to 
initiate reforms without the aid of at least one 
more vote. It is not too likely they will get help 
from five of the remaining members, including 
Charles J. Dyer, who was re-elected, or Dr. 
James J. McCaffery, who was elected with Mr. 
Dyer’s support. 

In that event the future of reform in the 
schools will rest with the twelfth member, Oscar 
A. Ehrhardt. More often than not, of late, Mr. 
Ehrhardt has lined up with Mr. Dyer’s faction; 
but on occasions, notably in the legislative fight 
for unit control in the last General Assembly, he 
has carried the ball for the citizens. 

If Mr. Ehrhardt has any doubts as te his fu- 
ture course, he ought to examine the election 
figures on the higher school levy. Here the issue 
was crystal clear, not confused in the way the 
ward professionals muddled the School Board 


election, and the people responded with an over- 


whelming vote for progress in the schools. 

The people now have a veto in school affairs, 
but they deserve more than that. They deserve 
the opportunity to reform the system in the in- 
terests of economy and efficiency. Whether 
these desirable ends are attained is likely to de- 
pend in large measure on Mr. Ehrhardt. 
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Unsafe Cornices 

One of our readers has suggested that this 
is as good a time as any for property owners to 
conduct a safety inspection of their buildings, 
particularly as to poorly anchored cornices. We 
agree. 

From time to time in St. Louis pedestrians are 
killed or seriously injured when one of these 
overhanging ledges tears loose and an avalanche 
of mortar and bricks or heavy stone crashes to 
the sidewalk. These accidents could be avoided 
if property owners were more careful. In the 
final analysis chief responsibility for avoiding 


these tragedies rests with them. 


City building inspectors, however, also have 
an important duty in this regard. They stand 
between the public and the careless property 
owner. Any failure on their part can lead to 
serious consequences for property owners as well 
as pedestrians. . ae 5

Empire Builders Lose a Weapon 
The Defense Departments ‘decision to con- 
duct no more public demonstrations of its ma- 
jor new weapons is all to the good. As Chair- 
man Dewey Short of the House Armed Servites 
Committee put it, “There’s no need to let the 
cat out of the bag on all these new. weapons.” 

A less obvious advantage is that the new pol- 
icy eliminates one of the devices by which the 
services have gone directly to the public in an 
effort to create a favorable climate for a pet 
project. More than once it has appeared as if 
the services were competing for dominance in 
certain fields. The “test demonstration” was one 
of the weapons in the arsenal of the empire 
builder. 

Methods of that kind tend to produce an emo- 
tional cloud that can blind those who are re- 
sponsible for which service shall do what. Ques- 
tions of such seriousness ought to be examined 
calmly and free of outside pressure from ad- 
herents of one service or the other. Elimination 
of the public weapons demonstration is in the

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Sea of Troubles 


The questign of states’ historie boundaries,” 
on which the offshore-oil debate in the Senate 
now turns, demonstrates what a sea of troubles 
Congress could be embarking upon. 

The United States espouses a three-mile limit 
to the territorial waters along a country’s coasts. 
It had trouble with Russia three years ago over 
that country’s claim to a 12 mile limit, when an 
unarmed Navy Privateer patrol plane was shot 
down over the Baltic sea. It is having trouble 
with Mexico over that neighbor’s claim to a 
nine-mile limit, which handicaps the operations 
of shrimp boats from this country. 

Yet two of the three states to which Con- 
gress considers “granting title“ to their his- 
toric boundaries” claim ownership of more land 
seaward than either Russia or Mexico claims. 
In fact, no nation in the world claims more than 
18 miles, according to William W. Bishop Jr., 


professor of international law at the University 


of Michigan Law School. The state of Louisiana, 
by comparison, claims 27% miles, and Texas, 
which first claimed 10% miles, raised it to 24 
and now claims to have extended its sea- 
ward boundary to the edge of the continental 
shelf, which in the Gulf of Mexico juts out 90 
to 125 miles from land! 

If Congress should recognize pretensions such 
as these for one or another of the 48 states that 
make up this nation, what sort of position would 
it be in to persuade other nations to accept less 
for themselves? 

Senator Douglas of Dlinois points out that 
in 1811 the colony of Virginia claimed out to 
about 1000 miles into the ocean and that in 
1685 New Hampshire claimed jurisdiction 100 
miles out. Nobody really knows where the 
boundaries of the coastal states were when they 
were admitted into the Union, Senator Cordon

Louis University—that they may drive many 
people away from the teaching profession. This 
would be especially tragic at a time when a rap- 
idly growing population 46 calling for more and 
more teachers.

The Justice Department got itself in a patron- 
age pickle over naming a new United States 
Attorney here, just when it promised an ‘investi- 
gation of labor racketeering. Confusion over the 
apopintment should not hold up the inquiry. It 
is long overdue. 


On Monday, United States Attorney George 
Robertson announced that Washington had given 
permission for a grand jury investigation. But 
the very next day Robertson submitted his res- 
ignation. He did so because it was evident that, 
as a Democrat, he was going to be fired. Repub- 
lican party leaders were already talking about 
his successor. 


Then the Justice Department asked the Fed- 
eral District Court to name a special attorney 
to conduct the investigation, Chief Judge George 
H. Moore, eager ta push the work, said the 
court would act when Washington officially noti- 
fied it there was a vacancy. The trouble now is, 
hdéwever, that the court has not received such 
notice. So there is nobody to direct the grand 
jury work, 


The Justice Department could, get out of this 
predicament easily enough. It could admit the 
vacancy which does in fact exist. Or it could 
assume its normal responsibility by naming a 
special attorney of its own choice. The depart- 
ment has men well able to handle the job. 


For example, William J. Costello, an assistant 
United States attorney here, is familiar with the 
situation. And the department could send in one 
of its special troubleshooters, such as Max H. 
Goldschein, who guided the 1949 Kansas City 
crime inquiry; or John H. Mitchell, who con- 
ducted tax fraud cases in Kansas City and Bos- 
ton; or Thomas E. DeWolfe, who handled part 
of the Finnegan case here in St. Louis.

Just after St. Louis elected a new Mayor, dedi- 
cated to civic progress, the community received 
good news about progress against three major 
problems: 

Slum clearance: Excavation has begun for con- 
struction of 602 low-rent apartments in the De- 
Soto-Carr housing project, At the same time, the 
Redevelopment Authority drew up an applica- 
tion for a $44,888 federal loan to plan a second 
redevelopment work, 


Parking: Circuit Judge Francis E. Williams 
entered a decree authorizing the city to issue 
$500,000 in bonds for off-street parking. These 
bonds would let the city build garages and pay 
off the cost through revenué from them. 

Traffic: The new master traffic control plan is 
working so well where it has been applied that 
the city is going to speed up all its electric sig- 
nals on Gravois avenue. This is necessary be- 
couse of the faster traffic permitted by parking 
restrictions. 

On each front it is possible to note the vast 
effort that still lies ahead. A bill to let the city 
operate as well as lease its parking facilities is 
stalled in the Legislature, and so on. Neverthe- 
less, @ year ago such advances as these would 


have seemed distant.

Our foreign trade policy is a tremendous 
expense to the taxpayer. It is expensive 
because we have been selling goods to oth- 
ers and giving them gifts of money from 
our taxpayers for which to pay for them. 

Just how expensive? Since the last war 
(1946-1952), as an indication, we have ex- 
ported (sold) about 35 billion dollars 
worth of goods and services more than we 
imported (purchased). This was mostly off- 
set with gifts from the American taxpayer. 

Our foreign trade is expensive to the 
American consumer. The tariff duties col- 
lected by our Government on foreign prod- 


ucts are included in the retail values of - 


those , products. Our foreign trade has 
thereby increased both our taxes and our 
cost of living. 

Against this situation free trade has been 
offered as a remedy. Advocates of free 
trade insist that it is inevitable. Its bene- 
fits have long been obvious. 


How to Fill Gap in Imports? 


Opponents of the measure find it diffi. 


cult not to agree that it might well in- 
crease our imports enough to fill the gap. 
And they realize that the major portion of 
the imports now dutiable, if permitted to 
enter free, would not be disastrously com- 
petitive with domestic output. Yet many 
products, some not presently imported, 
would be competitive with industry. 

A fusion of the two points of view would 
require a plan that would assist those in- 
dustries or persons who would be adverse- 
ly affected. This would require a distribu- 
tion of the costs over the whole commu- 
nity, which could only be accomplished by 
subsidies, retraining programs and unem- 
ployment compensation. 

No single practical plan has yet been 
devised. Even if it should come to pass, 
we would have no advantage to gain or 
retain with other nations, no disadvantages 
to avoid, and thus no “bargaining power” 

th which to conduct our commercial 
treaties. Yet nothing short of free trade 
can balance our international payments. 

The only congressional opportunities for 

a beginning would be: the repeal of the 
— Buy American Act (which dis- 
criminates against the Government pur- 


chase of — am merchandise): a revision . 


of customs regulations (which are anti- 
quated); and the enactment of a new, ex- 
panded, long-term trade act to supplant the 
present inadequate Trade Agreement Act 
(which at best is merely an amendment to 
the Smoot-Hawley Tariff of 1930). The 
effectiveness of these measures? Collec- 
tively, within several years, they might 
raise our imports some two billion dollars 
a year; about half the gap.

Canada in 1947 had a balance of trade 
where her over-all panne Th had consistently 
exceeded her imports. The difference lay 
in credit that was not payable for some 
time or in a balance in foreign currency 
that was not readily acceptable elsewhere. 
In either instance her ability to settle for 
imports from the United States was con- 
siderably reduced and she had to draw 
upon her reserves, 


To balance her trade Canada found a 
solution by the licensing of imports in the 
establishment of import quotas. The suc- 
cess of the venture was indieated by her 
recently announced tax deductions. 


What Might Be Accomplished 


Although no single country has yet suc- 
ceeded in placing its entire import trade 
under quotas, the Canadian venture was 


. instructive in their effective use. Our own 


problem, which is to achieve quite the op- 
posite effect for imports but the same 
éffect on taxes, ironically can utilize the 
same measures. 

Import quotas are generally looked upon 
as a barrier to trade, for they have seldom 
otherwise beén utilized. Yet the employ- 
ment of import quotas would make it pos- 
sible to lower or even abolish our tariff 
duties, sinmultaneously providing a control 
over imports which proved to be harmful. 

Import: quotas could be placed in oper- 
ation and administered without the addi- 
tion of any new agencies, bureaus, com- 
mittees or departments. The Office. of 
International Trade of the Department of 
Commerce, for instance, could easily ex- 
pand its fact-finding functions and estab- 
lish equitable import quotas and licensing 
regulations as well, 


Quotas could be employed in any in- 
stance where the increased importation of 
any given commodity was of proven harm 
to national or local interests. Orderly reg- 
ulation of quotas would not disturb our 
economy, cause regional unemployment or 
lower wages, or permit any single segment 
of our industrial capacity to be threatened 
for lack of appropriate defensive measures. 

This would defeat every logical argu- 
ment against the immediate elimination of 
tariffs. With a good quota — m we would 
receive the advantages of free trade with- 
out its disadvantages.

5 
8 a. m., in the Victorian country house, a 
maid in a rustling print dress and a ca 
with streamers came into your room ‘cape 
a cup of tea,” etc. I am wondering whether 
possibly Mr. Maugham's memory is at 
fault. Did housemaids, parlormaids, ever 
wear streamers for their early duty? 
Weren't streamers (viz.: long white dangle- 
tapes) always for outdoors, and specially 
for nursemaid display? My memory only | 
goes back to about 1897; but, though 
American born and bred, I had unusual 
chance to observe the freaks of British : 
behavior around the twist of the century. 


How much, while reading his book on 
an ocean voyage, I'd have enjoyed to ar- 
gue with Mr. Maugham. His theme on the 
decline of detective stories: of course he’s 
quite right, but evidently he’s ‘only read 
the corny two-bit stinkeroos. 

He praises Hammett and Chandler, who 
I believe are rather coarse fare. The read 
ables are still not the whodunits, but the 
howdtnits. As a chance example. which 
I've just re-read, Francis Iles’s Malice 
Aforethought.” In a story of that genre 
the reader knows all, yet the co-efficient of 
anxiety is high. 

Mr. Maugham in these random essays 
seesaws like the ship I was on; but no one 
has better earned the right to. compose as 
he chooses. The essay on Kant (apparently 
a “colloquium” for the philosophical 
inar at Columbia) is on the up swing 
though I think he should have given a d 
terous wave to DeQuincey,. —

FORECAST MARK OF 
WEATHER PROPHET 


CLINTWOOD, Va. (AP)—This 
winter's twenty-second snow at 
Clintwood took a little polish off 
Ed Reed's reputation as a weather 
prophet. Reed, 76, makes his liv- 
ing as a bank janitor, but makes 
his reputation as a _ free-lance 
weather forecaster. Part of the 
citizenry in this Southwest Vir- 
ginia town have followed Reed's 
weather predictions in past years 
and claim he was almost 100 per 
cent accurate. 

Each fall Reed consults the 


signs and predicts how many 
snows will fall during the suc- 
ceeding winter.

WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP) 
—Senator Mundt (Rep.), South 
Dakota, said today he is a little 
bit disturbed” by apparent plans 
of the Eisenhower Administration 
to issue more than 1000 executive 
orders in its four-year term. 

“I had hoped we would grad-
